These  stu- 
dents, who  must  have  a  B  or  a  B+  average,  competed  for  an  eighteen  hundred  Scholar- 
ship Fund  for  the  Advancement  of  Education,  and  began  study  the  summer  after 
graduation  from  their  college.  This  year  they  spend  practice  teaching  and  taking 
graduate  courses;  and  next  summer,  they  receive  their  Master's  degree  and  a  teaching 
certificate.
